‘two of their three ‘matches, 
‘they won Australian soccer 
a hew and more cespected 
position in the sporting 
word!

people who fhave never been, 
to a soccer game in their 
lives’ sat up to watch the 
games televised carly in the 
morning. Soccer’s image in
